Evansville, Ind., July 7, 8a. m.—[ 1,J— 
Race rioting, which has been going on here 
for several days, came to a bloody climax 
tonight in an encounter between a mob and 
a company of militia. 

Seven persons are dead and fourtee 
known to be wounded, while at least as many 
more are th@ught to have been hurt, but were 
able to conceal their injuries until they could 
get home. 

The Killed.

of the night’s catastrophe the crowd surged 
about the jail calling the militiamen vile 
names, assailing them with stones, and be- 
rating the deputy sheriffs who guarded the 
jail. 

At 9 o'clock the mob gradually became 
more and more excited, its manifestations 
of uneasiness more frequent, and at 10 o’clock 
it was seen that nothing could prevent an as- 
sault on the jail. At 10:30 o’clock the rioters 
pressed slowly forward and innocent onlook- 
ers and the curious followed. 


Force Militia Back to Alley. 
Slowly they forced the militiamen back 
toward the jail until the alleyway between 
Division street and the stone building was 
reached. Then the leaders, with a bicycle 
in their front as a shield against the bayonets 


| of the soldiers, attempted to enter the alley 


and storm the alleyway entrance. 


Troops Charge the Mob. 

Capt. Blum of the national guard ordered 
a charge on the rioters. Gradually the crowd 
was forced back, the soldiers using their 
bayonets and butts of guns. Suddenly a 
rioter fell. A soldier tried to drag him to his 
feet, but before he could do so he was as- 
saulted by a rioter. Stones and bowlders be- 
gan to fiy through the air. A soldier was 
struck with a stone and fell. 


One Shot, Then a Volley. 
A rioter was knocked down with a gun 
butt, and then a shot was fired. The one 
shot started a fusillade of musketry and 
shotgun fire from the defenders of the jail 
and a scattered return fire from the rioters. 


Three Hundred Shots Fired. 
Fully 300 shots were fired from the jai) 


opposite, and by the soldiers on the streets. 
No one knows who fired the first shot. The 


soldiers claim it was the rioters, while the 


rioters make no claim and refuse to talk 


about it. 
The governor is said to have instructed the 


authorities to not jeopardize the safety of 
the jail with halfway measures. 

Shoot Retreating Mob. 
The soldiers and deputies fired into the 
retreating mob of men, who ran into Divis- 
jon street, falling, crying, and preying. For 
fifteen minutes the firing continued, thén it 
ceased. The mob was gone and the soldiers 
held the place. 
In front of the staggering band of fifty- 
eight soldiers lay the dead and wounded. 
Moans and shrieks of agony and fear came 
from the injured. 


Dead and Wounded in Street. 
Ed Schiffman, a painter, who was seen in 
the first ranks of the mob during the evening, 
lay on the sidewalk, the top of his head 
blown completely off. A short.distance from 
him lay another man, and close by the bieed- 
ing form of another young man lay dead

DIE IN AN EXPLOSION

Three Are Killed and Many Hurt 
in Wreck of “Cap” Factory. 


ARRESTS MADE BY POLICE. 


Falling of Box of Explosives at Grand 
Crossing Causes Ruin. 


The explosion of 500 gross of toy pistol 
caps in a factory at Grand Crossing yester- 
day afternoon caused the instant death of 
three men and the injury of many other per- 
gons. The concussion was felt for miles, 
and for blocks from the wrecked building, 
at 7545 South Chicago avenue, houses were 
damaged. 

After ag investigation the police arrested 
three men—Noble Higgie, who was one of 
the injured; Charles F. Graber, former man- 
ager; and Edward Hazlehurst, president of 
the company making the caps. The police 
declare the explosion was the result of crim- 
inal carelessness in handling and storing the 


explosives.

The h 
attached to Sanford’s wagon were hur 
into the air and killed and the building was 
wrecked. The three men in it met instant 
death. 

Higgie and several others nearby had nar- 
row escapes, and neighbors were panic- 
stricken. Higgie succeeded Graber as man- 
ager yesterday morning. The latter told the 
police that sufficient care was not taken in 
storing the explosives. No permit was se- 
cured for the factory, it is said, although re- 
quired by law. The police will make a 


further investigation today.

It will take a day or two to get the ma- 
chinery of distribution Into operation, and 
announcement thereof will be made as soon 
as possible. 

Contributions will be received by Tu» 
TRIBUNE and cared for until a treasurer is 
chosen for the fund. Until then checks should 
be made payable to the Tribune company.

POPE LEO XIII. 
BARELY ALIVE 
_ AS DAY DAWNS 


Dying Pontiff Lies in Motion- 
less Stupor All Night, but 
Mind Is Clear When , 
Morning Comes. 


ALL HOPE IS ABANDONED. 


Rite of Extreme Unction Per- 
formed During the Night 

‘When Demise Appeared 

to Be Imminent. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ROME, July 7, 7 a. m.—Pope Leo is barely 
alive. 
Since 8 o'clock last evening he has been 
apparently in a dying condition, but the 


by repeated doses of chloral and by artificial 
respiration. 

At 3:35 o'clock this morning the pontiff’s 
mind was clear, but he-was extremely feeble 
and in great pain. 

As the soft light of dawn penetrated into 
the room the dying pontiff whispered to his 
devoted physician that he desired the shut- 
ters of the windows to be opened, saying: 

“I wish to see once more, perhaps for the 
last time, the rays of the sun.” 

It was only for a brief interval that the 
pope came back to consciousness from 4 
sleep which Dr. Lapponi had induced by @ 
streng dose of chloral. 

His sleep was so deathlike that artificial 
respiration was continued, and Dr. Lapponi 
every few minutes leaned anxiously over the 
couch to listen to his hardly perceptible 
breathing. 

Voice Scarcely Audible. 

Pope Leo awoke wet with perspiration, 
feebie to the extreme, and his voice hardly 
audible. The fita of coughing had brought 
pains in his chest and shoulders, and, think- 
ing his end was now near, he said to Dr. Lap- 
poni: 

*“ Tell me when the time really comes.”

Full of Solemnity.

Perhaps his last hours 

would be less melancholy and sad if the au- 

gust sufferer were less conscious of the cir- 
cumstances and His mind less clear as to the 

duration of time remaining to him before he 

enters eternity. 

Although his physical powers are at the 
lowest ebb and his breathing becomes more 
labored, the pope’s mind ts clear, as is man- 
ifest to all around him by his bright, ex- 


then succeeds in uttering. 


Count Pecci Prostrated. 

The scene is so touching (hat those present 
can scarce restrain their tears. Count Camil- 
lo Pecci, the pope's nephew. whom the dying 
man kept by his bedside yesterday, was so 
exhausted late last night by his contending 
emotions that he had to be taken from his 
uncle’s room completely worn out. A few 
moments before, as he stood bowed beside 
the bed, Pope Leo laid hts hand on his head 
with paternal affection, saying: 

“ Take courage.” 


One Lung Parelyzed. 
At 9:30 o'clock p. m. one of the pope’s lungs 
was completely paralyzed, In the other the 
paralysis was extending rapidly, which was 
remarkable, as the developments of the hepa- 
tization previously had been slow. 
At 10 o'clock the crisis was almost fatal, but 
the doctors gave the patient a strong injection 


a glass of wine. 

After 10 o'clock the pope lay in a state of 
semi-consciousness, motionless. He 
fused all nourishment and apparently was 
sinking rapidly. The body was beginning to 
assume the stiffness of death. 


Declared in Extremis. 
At 10:50 p. m. it was declared that the pope 
was in extremis, but at 1:35 o'clock this 
(Tuesday) morning he regained conscious 
ness and recognized those around his bed- 


side. 

Dr. Lapponi at once gave his august patient 
a heavy dose of chloral! to enable him tosleep 
again and to assuage the intense pain from 
which the pontiff was suffering. 


Last Greetings to Friends. 
Among the utterances attributed to his 
holiness since his illness became critical are 
the following: 

To Cardinal Macchi, secretary of apos- 
tolic briefs: “I am near the end. I do not 
know if all I have done has been good, but 
I have obeyed my conscience and our holy 
faith.”

Improves in Afternoon. 

Some improvement was indicated in the 
afternoon by the fact that the pope was 
more willing to take nourishment, which 
was administered at short intervals and 
consisted chiefly of bordeaux, champagne, 


Taw eggs, and broth. The ddctor permitted 


the pope to partake of anything in reason for 
which he expressed a desire, as there was 
special danger in the possibility of increased 
weakness. 

The pope fully realized his near approach 
to deatli Once in the afternoon he re- 
marked: 

*“‘I am near the end.” 

Again he said: 

“No doubt I am near my end, but I want 
to die in harness.”’ 

After saying this he walked up and down 
the room on the arm of his nephew, Count 
Pecci, occasionally dispensing with the lat- 
ter’s assistance. , 

He frequently conversed with those about 
him in a pleasant, clear voice and took snuff 
as usual. Once he said to Dr. Mazzont: 
‘Strange, I feel an intense weakness, 
whith distracts me greatly.” 


Signs of Increasing Weakness. 

Late in the afternoon the pope showed 
signs of increasing weakness. He returned 
to his bed and sank almost immediately into 
a light sleep. At 5:50 p. m. he awoke and 
took more nourishment with apparent relish. 
At that hour the slight improvement in his 
condition continued. The physicians decided 
to hold another consultation at 7:80 p. m. 
This was taken as an indication that Drs. 
Lapponi and Mazzoni were not deceived by 
the apparent improvement in the pontiff's 
condition and that their anxiety was increas- 


ng. 


Alarm Grows in Evening. 
The anxiety of the physicians was reflect- 
ed in the bulletin issued at 8 o’clock, which 
dashed the hopes raised in the vatican during 
the day. It was as follows: 


Accentuated symptoms of general depression are 
appearing. The pope's respiration is more fre- 
quent and superficial and his pulse is so weak that 
sometimes it is imperceptible, His temperature 
remains under normal and his intellectual facul- 
ties are unimpaired.

From this time forward little hope was ex- 
pressed at the vatican that the pontiff would 


live much longer than the night. 


Dr. Lapponi Without Hope. 
Dr. Lapponi was at the pope’s bedside all 
most continuously from Friday evening until 
this morning, and made the following state- 
ment yesterday afternoon at 2 o'clock: 

“TIT cannot share the optimism which is 
spreading today, which is not owing to a 
definite change for the better but to the 
spirit of the pope, who is giving further proof 
. that his indefatigable energy continues. 

“The truth is that the pontiff’s condition 
is stationary, which means that it is grave. 

“T will go so far as tosay that, although he 
may live for several days, it would be cherish- 
ing an illusion to think he may recover, un- 
less some unforeseen crisis occurred. 

“His pulse has become, to use a medical 
term, evanescent, which means almost im- 
perceptible. The pope, except during short 
periods of uneasiness, when his cough is 
troublesome, is generally bright and in good 
spirit, and displays great force of ohar- 
acter. | 

“ This morning, again, at his own wish, he 
left his bed and seated himeelf in his arm 
chair, as he finds a sitting posture more com- 
fortable than being recumbent. 


Mind Bright as Ever. 

“ What surprises all who approach him is 
that there has been no change in the lucidity 
of his intellect, which disease has not af- 
fected. For instance, not a single detail of 


the ceremony of the last communion escaped 


many telegrams that had been received, the.

“The worst symptom, apart from the 
feebleness of the pontiff’s pulse, is his low 
temperature, which is stationary at 31 degrees 
centigrade.

“ Nothing medical beience can suggest and 
his organism can stand has been left untried; 
for instance,-oxygen, ‘cutaneous revulsives, 
digitalis, and caffeine have all been injected 
to produce more rapid effect. 

“The disease, as announced in the first 
bulletin, is senile pneumonia in a torpid 


‘form; which is now at its maximum intensity, 


but which may have begun unobserved be- 
fore the pope complained of any feeling of 


linens." 


Cardinals Deny Strange Rumor. 


In vatican circles there seems to be dis- 
satisfaction because of the rumors in cir- 
culation to the effect that those in authority, 
instead of preventing the pope from over- 
taxing his failing strength, for their own 
purposes urged him, contrary to Ris physi- 
cians’ advice, to further exertion. It has been 
hinted that those who might be eligible candi- 


dates for the chair of St. Peter would not~ 


have many regrets should the way be left 
open without more delay and that, regardless 
of the pontiff’s feebleness, they worked upon 
his harmless, natural pride in the vigor of his 
constitutional venerable age to encourage 
him to preside at the two recent consistories 
notwithstanding the precarious condition of 
his health. “‘Undér the circumstances such 
insinuations are energetically repudiated by 


those concerned. 


Man of Simple Tastes, 


The pope was always a man of extremely: 
simple tastes, which he brought from his 
childhood’s home at Carpineto, and possibly 
his. cautious temperament, curiously com- 
bined with power and unhesitating decision, 
was inherited from his mountaineer ances- 
tors. For his personal use he selected, in- 
stead of one of the numerous magnificent 
suites of the vatican,’ a few simple rooms 
containing little beyond absolutely necessary 
articles. His bed stood in an alcove, sepa- 
rated from a larger room by a curtain hang- 
ing gracefully over marble columns. Above 
the bed is a picture of the Madonna and child 
Beside it is a prayer table surmounted by a 
crucifix. A wardrobe against the wall faces 
the bed, and between the latter and the wall 

The rest of the room he uses asa study. It 
contains a writing table with a crucifix, a 
chair on a carpeted platiorm, chairs and 
tables for the pope’s secretaries, writing ma- 
terials, and a few books, among which afe the 
‘works of Dante, Virgil, and Horace, besides 
a bible. 


His Last Literary Labor. 


The pope gave only recently a striking 
proof of his well known taste for the classics. 


‘He partly composed and partly corrected a 


new Latin poem, which he has intrusted to 
Mgr. Angeli, one of his private secretaries, 
directing him to have it printed for publica- 
tion, and adding: 

“I shall die happier in thinking that some- 
thing will remain of me that I have done 
at the last moment.’’ 

The pope, even when in good health, slept 
only four or five hours each night, and often 
in the morning his bed was undisturbed and 
the pope found asleep in the chair, before his 
writing table. 

The only window of the combined bedroom 
and study of the pontiff overlooks the colen- 
nade of the plazza of St. Peter’s, and the 
door of the room opens.into a tiny private 
chapel. Adjoining is a small room, furnished 
only with an arm chair and lounge, where the 
pope sometimes took an afternoon nap. The 
rooms are all on the same level as the famous 
Loggia of Raphael. 


Anxiety of the Populace. 
After the pope’s iliness assumed a serious 
character there was no marked change in the

Them came Sunday. The pope seemed to 
be sinking fast, and hope died away on the 
announcement that the viaticum would be 
administered in the evening. But, as night 
wore on and the solemn rite was accom- 
plished, contrary to expectation, a slight im- 
provement in the pontiff’s condition was 
observed, the anxiety diminished, and the 
crowds dwindled away. Most persons be- 
lieved that the amelioration was only tem- 
porary, the last effort of failing vitality, and 
that it would be followed immediately by 
corresponding prostration. 

The pope himself was persuaded that the 
ilIness was his la$t, and accordingly settled 
his affairs.- Though awaiting the end calmly 
his mind was clear, and he still gave atten- 
tion to mundane matters, despite the fact 
that he was warned anxiously by his doc- 
tors, who feared his keen intellect might 
wear away the frail sheath in which it is 
incased. | 

Shows Sublime Courage. 

It is related that after he had received the 
last sacrament Sunday evening he said: 

“‘Iam now near my end. I donot knowif 
all I have done has beem good, but I certainly 
obeyed my conscience and our faith.”’ 

It is explained that the viaticum was ad- 
ministered Sunday evening, instead of Mon- 
day, at the express desire of the pontiff, who 
remarked, “ Tomorrow, perhaps, may be too 
late.’’

Rampolla Receives Envoys.

Cardinal 
Rampolla, the papal secretary of state, has 
held numerous conferences with foreign am- 
bassadors accredited to the vatican, and has 
attended to such matters of official routine 
as do not require the personal direction or 
signature of the pontiff.

Cardinals Prepare for Conclave. 

Great activity reigns among the cardinals 
now that it is sure a conclave cannot be far 
off. It is even said that there has been an 
exchange of telegrams in cipher between 
the members of the Sacred college in Rome 
and those in the provinces or abroad. Innu- 
merable rumors are circulating, and scarce- 
ly any cardinal is deprived of the flattery 
of being considered a candidate. 

However, besides those mentioned yester- 
day the only other candidates who are re- 
garded as having a fair chance are Cardinal 
Svampa, archbishop of Bologna, and Car- 
dina] Richelmy, archbishop of Turin. 


Rampolla Has Agreement.

GIBBONS’ PLANS FOR ROME. 


Baltimore Cardinal Says He Can At- 
tend the Conclave if Notified 
e Promptly. 


Baltimore, Md., July 6.—As to his ability 
to reach Rome in time to participate in the 
election of a pope to succeed Leo, Cardinal 
Gibbons said today: 

“ Everything will depend upon the time of 
the Pope’s death. If he should pass away 
at such a time as will enable me to catch 
a steamer at once, or within a day, I should 
be able ‘Yo make the journey within the pre- 
scribed time without difficulty. If nothing 

terfered I should be able to reach Rome 
tm nine days, and that would be sufficient. 

“The conclave must begin to sit within 
ten days, but even if I did not reach the 
vatican until eleven days'I should still be 
in time, as there would be the allowance of 
the one day of grace. Thus everything de- 
pends upon catching the steamship in time.” 

Cardinal Gibbons expressed the opinion 
that in view of the pope’s long expected de- 
mise everything had been arranged to ex- 
pedite the work of the conclave in choosing 
a successor. 


MOURNING IN EVERY CHURCH. 


Pope’s Death Will Be Followed by Spe- 
cial Ceremonies in United States 
and Europe. 


New York, July 6.—Mgr. Mooney, vicar gen- 
eral of the New York archdiocese, who is pre- 
siding over the see during the absence of 
Archbishop Farley, said tuday: 

** The entire Catholic people of America and 
the world wil! go in mourning should the pope 
die. Every church, missior, and chapel will 
be draped in the papal colors, decked with 
black crépe, and prayers offered. 

‘Immediately on the official communica- 
tion from the apostolhc legation at Washing- 
ton telling of the pentiff’s death the arch- 
bishops will notify their suffragan bishops, 
the bishops their pastors, and the pastors 
their flocks. 

“A day will be set apart for a memorial 
mass. Every church, chapel, and mission in 
America will have this memorial service. 
Certain prayers will be offered daily, the 
service to conclude with benediction. This 
service will be continued evcry day until a 
new pope is elected. 

“In the monasteries, especially those of the 
more rigid orders, such as the Passionists, 
Benedictines, and the Trappists, a strict fast 
will be observed until the new pope shall 


“have been elected.”’

REAR ADMIRAL COTTON’S SQUAD- 
RON NOW IN BRITISH WATERS. 


Arrives One Day Ahead of Time and 
Will Not Steam Into Portsmouth 
Until Today—Noisy Reception Is 

' Planned for the Fleet—Many Elab- 
orate Functions Arranged for the 
Officers of the Vessels—Ships Will Be 
Illuminated at Night. 


; [BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PORTSMOUTH, July 6—The American 
squadron under Rear Admiral Cotton will 
arrive here officially tomorrow morning and 
be given a hearty and noisy reception by a 
formidable British fleet of warships. 

The squadron arrived off Dover this morn- 
ing and exchanged salutes with the castle 
and then the heavy weather compelled the 
American vessels to put into Spithead to- 
night. 

They were clearly visible to the British 
fleet and informal messages of welcome were 
exchanged by searchlight signals between

The early arrival of the Americans caused a 
hasty conference between Sir Archibald Ber- 
keley Milne, the commodore of the royal 
yachts, specially detailed by King Edward, 


-and Sir Charles Hotham, the admiral com- 


manding Portsmouth, and Lord Charles 
Beresford, commanding the channel squad- 
ron. 

The gunboat Machias has not yet arrived, 
but is expected to join Rear Admiral Cotton 


before morning. 


British Squadron Is Strong. 

The British squadron at Portsmouth is 
more formidable in offensive power than the 
channel squadron, which received President 
Loubet at Dover today. It includes the bat- 
tleships Majestic, flying the flag of Lord 
Charles Beresford; the Magnificent, with the 
flag of the Hon. Hedworth Lambton, second 
in command of the channel squadron; Mars, 
Prince George, Jupiter, and Hannibal; the 
armored cruisers Hope and Sutlej; the pro- 
tected cruisers Doris, Pactolus, and Prome- 
theus. 

The American warships assembled at Spit- 
head will enter Portsmouth harbor in the 
morning, passing through the line of the 
British warships, which will fire salutes. 
This compliment will be returned by the 
Kearsarge and its consorts, which will be 
escorted to their berths in the inner har- 


bor. 
Many Functions Arranged. 

Official calls will then be exchanged by 
Lord Charles Beresford, Admiral Milne, and 
Rear Admiral Cotton. The entertainment 
will be robbed of the spectacular character 
of the ceremonies at Kiel, since King Edward, 
unlike the German emperor, will be unable 
to be present. Admiral Hotham will be the 
host tomorrow night, giving a dinner at the 
admiralty house, which will be attended by 
Rear Admiral Cotton, Flag Lieutenant Hus- 
sey, Flag Secretary Mann, and the captains 
of the American warships. After the dinner 
both fleets will be illuminated. 

On Wednesday, besides the entertainments 
at Portsmouth, Rear Admiral Cotton, his 
captains, and Naval Attaché Stockton will be 
the guests of honor at a dinner at the Lon- 
don house of the ear! of Selborne, first lord 
of the admiralty. Later, accompanied by 
twenty-three other officers of the squadron, 
they will attend the state ball given in honor 
of President Loubet at Buckingham palace. 

On Thursday the American officers will be 
entertained at breakfast by the Pilgrim’s 
club and, afterwards, Rear Admiral Cotton, 
the captains of the American vessels, and 
United States Naval Attaché Stockton will 
dine with the king at Buckingham palace. 

On Friday the lord mayor will give the 
American officers a luncheon at the Mansion 
house, and in the evening they will attend 
a dinner given by Ambassador Choate at the 
American embassy, to which King Edward 
has been invited, but it is feared that his 
majesty will be unabletoattend. The enter- 
tainment ends July 13 with a ball given at 
Portsmouth. 

Rear Admiral Cotton will return some of 
the courtesies extended to the American 
squadron by giving a reception and dinner 
on the Kearsarge July 14. 


WELCOME THE BRITISH FLEET. 


Battleship Texas, Two Committees, and 
Hundreds of Citizens Extend 
Hearty Greeting.

After the boats got settled 
Admiral Sands of the Texas rowed over to 
the Ariadne, where he paid his respects to 
the British vice admiral. Representatives of 
the governor of Maine’s staff, who welcomed 
the fleet for the nation and state, then came 
aboard. A speech of welcome was made by 
Maj. Gen. Farnham of Bar Harbor. The 
citizens’ reception committee also went 
aboard and welcomed the English to Bar 
Harbor. The return visit followed.

COUNCIL FOR CHEAPER ICE 


ALDERMEN ADOPT RESOLUTIONS 
TO RELIEVE SITUATION. 


One Appropriates $10,000 to Supply the 
Sick and Needy—Other Directs Cor- 
poration Counsel to Investigate the 
Companies and Prosecute If Any Is 
Found Gailty of “Forestalling” the 
Market + President John 5&. Fiel® 
Gives Reasons for Advance. 


Without debate or dissent, the city council 
last night adopted measures for the ameliora- 
tton of the condition resulting from the re- 
cent advance in the price of ice. Two reso- 
lutions were adopted, introduced by Ald. 
Foreman and Dever. Ald. Foreman’s ap- 
propriated $10,000 for the purchase and dis- 
tribution of ice for the sick and needy. At 
AM. Dever’s instance the corporation coun- 
sel waa instructed to investigate the {ce 
companies and to prosecute any held guilty 
of violating the city ordinances. 

The precedent established by the council 
last winter in ite treatment of the coai prob- 
lem was followed in both cases. At that time 
money was voted for coal for the poor. An 
ordinance was also passed defining and for- 
bidding * forestailing ’’ the market for the 
necessities of Mfe. It is the alleged violation 
of thie ordinance by the Knickerbocker Ice 
company. that the corporation counsel wags 
ordered to investigate. If the evidence pre- 
sented to him warrants he will prosecute, | 

Call Advance an “Outrage.” 

Before the council met many aldermen 
said that the advance !n price was an “ out- 
rage,” and other expressions condemning it 
were heard. Those who spoke thus were 
Ald. Dever, Novak, Wendling, Rooney, Dali- 
ley, Sloan, Friestedt, and Sitts. 

Maj. Tolman repeated his former declara- 
tion that he would prosecute on the presen- 
tation of evidence. The city ordinance fixes 
the penalty for “ forestalling” at $200 for 
each violation. Each sale made would con- 
stitute a separate offense. 


Ald. Foreman’s Resolution. 


Ald. Foreman’s resolution follows: 

Be it ordaimed by the city council of the city of 
Chicago: Section 1. That the sum of $10,000, or 
s0 much thereof as may be found necessary, be 

it is hereby appropriated from funds not 
otherwise appropriated and placed to the credit 
of the health department, to be used for the pur- 
chase of a stock of ice during this summer. The 
ice so purchased shell, under the direction of the 
commissioner of health, be distributed among 
those who, on account of the lack of means, are 
unable to purchase ice, and in such a manner as to 
alleviate sickness and guffering caused by the 
lack of this commodity. 


Plan of Ald. Dever. 
This was the wording of Ald. Dever’s reso- 


lution: 

, Whereas, The price of ice in Chicago has been 
arbitrarily advanced by the Knickerbocker Ice 
company; and, 

Whereas, This same corporation so controls the 
supply of ice in this city that only a smal] pro- 
portion of the users of this necessary article are 
not affected by the advance; and, 

Whereas, The hardships of this advance are 
most bitter in the sweltering dead levele of the 
poorer sections of the city, where the death rate 
is highest and ice is a necessity to sustain In- 
fant life; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the corporation counsel Is hereby 
tnstructed to investigate the Knickerbocker and 
other ice companies that have participated in this 
advance of prices and to prosecute all persons or 
corporations that he finds are forestalling the ice 
market fn violation of the Py 
practice. 

Answer of President Field. 

President Field of the Knickerbocker com- 
pany had a prompt answer to both resolu- 
tions. 

“ There is nothing to conceal,”’ he said, “ in 
the operation of our company. Our books 
will show that we were more than justified 
in making the advance. It was a plain mat- 
ter of business prudence, and no ordinance 
can take from any individual the right to 
conduct his business along rational lines. 
When any concern finds it is sustaining a loss 
it is its duty so to arrange its affairs that 
the balance shall be on the other side. That 
we have sought to doandno more. We court 
investigation and will assist to the end that 


it be thorough. 


Profit of the Big Company. 

“The company makes a better profit on ice 
at $2 a ton to the packing houses, railroads, 
and dealers than it makes on ice at $8 a ton 
delivered to families. The company does 
not want retail business unless.a fair profit 
can be secured from it. Tt has accordingly 
restored prices to a figure at which this 
branch of the trade can be handled without a 


aii have trie@ to meet the competition of 
the peddlers and small dealers for a year and 
a half and find we cannot do it. Now, we 
are not going to sell ice unless we get a fair 
profit on it. It should, however, be under- 
stood that our present prices are practically 
only a restoration of the scale in effect in 
1901 and are below the average for Chicago 
for twenty-five years past. 
“The smallest coupon sold 
in 1901 was at the rate o a 
charge, or $8.50 cash. Last 
year prices became badly demoralized 
owing. as I have said, to the attempt of the 
company to enter into competition with the 
peddlers and small dealers, and thie spring 
of our men have been selling ice as low

PURE MILK COMMISSION 
NEEDS AN AUTOMOBILE. 


Handicapped in Distributing the Pas- 
teurized Fluid from Thomas Hoyne 
School to the Various Stations. 


The milk commission of the Children’s hos- 
pital hopes some one wil! give an automobile 
to be used in transporting pasteurized milk 
from the central distributing point in the 
Thomas Hoyne school to the substations. 

“We are handicapped in the distribution of 
the pasteurized milk to the stations and 
thence to the babies by the abfence of suit- 
able conveyances,” said Mrs. George W. 
Plummer, who has been acting as chairman 
of the distributing committee, yesterday. It 
would solve the problem to engage wagons 
of our own, but we haven’t the money. If 
some good citizen would donate an automo- 
bile now the problem would trouble us no 
Jonger. An automobile would do the work 
of four wagons.”’ 


. Pasteurizing Plant Running. 


4  Tt-was a busy day for the plant in the 


Thomas Hoyne schoglhouse. Milk was 
pasteurized in sufficient quantity to supply 
the stations at Hull house, Chicago commons, 
the Northwestern university settlement, and 
the sanitarium at Jackson park. It was also 
dispensed from the main station. 

The most interesting scenes were at Hull 
house, Where scores of mothers presented 
themselves for the milk. Nearly all of them 
were able to pay the small price asked, which 
does not cover the cost, but In a few instances 
the milk was dispensed free. Babies have 
been suffering during the recent hot spell in 
the Nineteenth ward, where it is almost im- 
possible to keep the milk sweet under the 
single delivery a day system. 


Campaign of Education. 

Mrs. Plummer and Dr. Green will today 
visit each of the districts in which the sta- 
tions are located and acquaint mothers with 
the nature of the enterprise. 

“It will be a few days before they are 
educated to the importance of the pure milk 
supply,’ said Dr. I. A. Abt, chairman of the 
commission. ‘“ The enterprise has to be a 
matter of growth, the same as it wasin New 
York. Literature will be distributed and a 
campaign of education instituted that moth- 
ers may know how to use the milk in their 
homes.”’ 


LACKS MONEY FOR ELOPEMENT. 


Gustave Diegan Spends His Change on. 
Fourth, Delays Trip to Milwaukee, 
and Is Arrested. 


Gustave Diegan, aged 27, spent all his ready 
money entertaining Annie Shupulis, aged 16, 
last Saturday, and is now locked up at the 
Thirty-fifth street police station. The 
couple had planned to elope to Milwaukee 
Sunday evening, but neglected to save money 
for the expenses of the trip.

SCUPTOR SUICIDE A CHICAGOAN. 


John Donoghue a Schoolmate of Walter 
McEwen Thirty Years 
Ago. 


John Donoghue, the Chicago sculptor who 
ended his life while discouraged in his work 
near New Haven, Conn, had KMved in New 
York since the work’’s fair, when many of 
his statues were exhibited. He was born in 
this city and was a schoolmate in the Frank- 
lin school with Walter McEwen, the artist 
He began when a boy to model in clay, and 
his efforts attracted much attention at that 
time. Afterwards he was one of the first 
pupils of the Art institute. 

Leaving the institute he went to Paris and 
to Rome to study. Returning to Chicago he 
opened a studio in the Reaper block, where 
he remained until the cloge of the fair in 
18938. Mr. Donoghue’s style of dress caused 
much comment on the streets after his return 
from abroad, am Overcoat of dark green 
cloth, bound with wide borders of another 
lighter material being especially noticed. 

He was 46 years old and hadnever marriet.

Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
and Countess Cassini left for New York to- 
day and will sail for Bremerhaven on the 
Kronprinzg tomorrow. The count and 
countess will go direct to St. Petersburg, 
where they will spend their vacation. Before 
leaving Count Cassini made no official at- 
tempt to prevent the transmission to the czar 
of the petition concerning the Kisheneff 
massacre and the treatment of the Jews in 
Russia. 
The attitude on the part of the ambassador 
shows how thoroughly in earnest his govern- 
ment is in its announcement through the 
press that it will not receive any communica- 
tion from any foreign power dealing with the 
purely domestic affairs of Russia. It was 
supposed in some quarters that Count Cassini 
would privately endeavor to.induce the state 
department not to send the petition to St. 
Petersburg, using the argument that Its pres- 
entation would have flo other effect than to 
strain the relations between Russia and the 
United States. While not helping the Russian 
Jews, it might have the effect of placing 
them in a worse position than before. But 
Count Cassini made no such attempt, con- 
tenting himself with giving to the press a 
statement of Russia’s position, upon which 
his government stands firmly. 

Representative Foss and the members of 
the house naval committee will leave Wash- 
ington on Wednesday on the Dolphin on a 
tour of inspection of the navy yards. The 
purpose of the tour is to inquire into the 
needs of the navy in the way of improve- 
ment of the yards. Republican and demo- 
cratic members of the committee will make 
up the party. But thirteen members of this 
committee were elected to the next congress. 
Those who were defeated will not go. Secre- 
tary Moody intended to be one of the party, 
but public business will prevent. The mem- 
bers of the party will be Representatives 
Foss, Dayton, Loudenslager, Bull, Mudd, 
Cousins, republicans; Meyer, Tate, Rixey, 
Kitchen, and Vandiver, democrats. Repre- 
sentative Butler of Pennsylvania is unable 
to make the tour. The party will visit the 
navy yards at Norfolk, New York, Newport, 
Boston, Portsmouth, N. H., and Portland, Me. 

Admiral Dewey has resigned the presidency 
of the Jefferson Memorial association because 
of his inability to attend to the duties of the 
position, his official business requiring all of 
his time. Gen. Miles was elected as Admiral 
Dewey's successor. 

Dr. Thomas Herran, the Colombian chargé 
} waffaires in Washington, said tonight that 

while he had received no recent telegrams 

from his country concerning the canal situ- 
ation, some letters had come in which his cor- 
respondents expressed fear that the oppo- 
nents of the treaty would by filibustering 
preven action upon it at the present special 
session and carry it over to the regular ses- 
sion of congress, which wilt be begun on 
July 20. 
Presi dent Marroquin, Dr. Herran sald, had 
stipulated that only the canal treaty should 
be considered at the special session. At the 
regular session all other matters of legisia- 
tion will be considered and this may result, 
should filibustering tactics be successful, in 
preventing any action whatever upon the 


treaty. 

The municipality of Panama is making a 
strong effort to have the treaty ratified, and 
} according to Dr. Herran’s advices has for- 
warded to congress a petition in that direc- 
tion signed with 2,000 names. Other munic- 
ipalities in favor of the treaty are following 
the example set by Panama. Dr. Herran's 
advices show that the fight on the treaty Is 
not based on the ground that the bonus and 
rental to be paid by the United States are 
not sufficient, but that the terms of the con- 
vention alienate Colombian sovereignty over 
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the canal strip and transfer it to the United 
States.

Nearly One-Half of the Total Single 
Track Mileage Located in North 
Atlantic States. 


Washingon, D. C., July 6.—A final census 
report on street and electric railways, issued 
today, shows that the north Atlantic states 
contain nearly one-half of the total single , 
track mileage of the United Statés, and that 
the roads located there operate over half of 
the passenger cars in service, carried more 
than half of the total fare passengers, and 
gave employment to more than half the em- 
ployés reported by all roads. Not only are 
the street railway interests largely concen- 
trated in the north Atlantic states, but the 
greatest amount of increase is shown for 
those states. The report shows that the av- 
erage street and electric railway in opera- 
tion in 1902 was more than twice as large as 
the average in 18900. The aggregate surplus 
for the 463 companies reporting a surplus 
amounted to $51,991,150, and the aggregate 
deficit for the 225 companies reporting a 
deficit amounted to $11,285,047, leaving a net 
surplus for all companies in the United 
States of $40,706,112.

Washington, D. C., July 6.—The counter 
cases in the Alaskan boundary matter have 
been exchanged within the time limit.

THE SOUTH SIDE FRANCHISE. 

The tangible property of the south side 
, traction company is valued by experts at 
$12,000,000, This ie 66 per cent of the face 
value of its capital stock. If the valuation 
is correct one-third of the stock represents 
exhausted improvements and the supposed 
value of the franchise. 

Except as to streets supposed to be cov- 
ered by the ninety-nine year law and a few 
streets it has been authorized to occupy 
since 1888 the City railway company is the 
tenant of the city of Chicago under a lease 
which is about to expire. It has no claim 
upon the city, moral or otherwise, for a 
renewal of the lease upon terms more fa vor- 
able than those which would be granted to 
any other applicant. 

Tenants who build on land subject to re- 
valuation leages have not a legal claim to 
compensation for their improvements when 
the period for revaluation comes.. Improve- 
ments have been practically confiscated in 
Chicago more than once by the owners of 
the fee. Some of the stockholders of the 
City railway company have themselves 
made claims upon revaluations of their fees 
which amounted to the confiscation in whole 
or in part of the buildings erected by lessees. 
Under a lease containing a _ revaluation 
| Clause the Commercial National bank build- 
ing was taken by the owners of the fee at 
a valuation of about $175,000, which did 
not nearly represent its original cost. There 
were remunerative safety deposit vaults” 
connected with the building. The vaults, 
together with the banking rooms, were 
leased back to the Commercial National 
bank for a long term of years at what was 
considered a high rental. The rental was a 
consideration with the owners of the fee for 
| making terms with the bank. In other in- 
stances owners of the fee have almost con- 
fiscated improvements and have only been 
_restrained from doing so by the fear of a 
suit in chancery. ‘ 

_It is the rule when revaluations are made 
to require some additional improvements 
as security for the lease, or to put the terms 
so high that the owner of the building is 
compelled te abandon it; . The schoo) board 
demanded a rental for the porperty on the 
northwest corner of Monroe and State 
streets which seemed to the tenant so high 
that he threw up his lease. There have 
been many other instances of the kind in 
Chicago. 

Upon what consideration of law or equity 
can the stockholders of the south side street 
railway company claim for themselves in 
dealing with the city terms they could not 
comcede to one of their own tenants if he 
occupied, subject to revaluation, ground 
belonging to them? The city owns 
the fee of the streéts. The City rail- 
way company will be, after the end of 
the month, only a tenant at will as regards 
most of the streets it occupies. Thetrection 
company has no right to expect or demand 
from the city more favorable terms than 
those which a new company would offer, 
except as the matter is complicated by the 
so-called ninety-nine year act. 

‘The right of the railway company to test 
the validity of its claims under the act of 
1865 cannot be disputed. It is perfectly 
justified in standing out for them to the 
bitter end. No property owner under simi- 
lar circumstances. would abandon any 
claims that he believed he possessed under 
that act. The company can, if it see fit, 
make the surrender of its claims a part of 
the consideration of a new lease from the 
city under which it shall get terms more | 
favorable to it and yet not unfair to the 
city. 

No fair minded man who has experience 
in business transactions of this kind will 
deny to the stockholders of the traction 
company the right of fighting for their 
rights as long as they have a leg to stand 
upon, in the courts or out of them. The 
city, on the other hand, will be justified in 
fighting back as hard as it knows how. If 
it behaves as the ordinary owner of the fee 
does under similar circumstances it will 
retaliate as far as it can do so under the 
law, and will punish its tenant remorselessly | 
when it can reach him in any relation of 
landlord and tenant, where the tenant has 
no defense. 

Would not it be better for the two dis- 
puting parties, each of which has some: 
equitable claims in the premises, to meet 
upon common ground and compromise? 
The city should exact its pound of flesh, and 
should not be deterred by any considerations 
of the wealth, or social standing, or self- 
assumed importance of the stockholders of 
the tenant company from demanding all it 
fairly ought to on behalf of the citizens. 
The mayor and city council are the repre- 
sentatives of the people of Chicago. They 
have no right to abandon or compromise 
away any just claims that the people may 
have. But when they have obtained con- 
cessions that would satisfy a private owner 
under similar circumstances they may wise- 
ly aceept them. The people will sustain 
their action.

tremely doubtful whether two of them would 
be able to reach Rome in time for the con- 
clave following the demise of Leo XIII., 
which may occur at any moment.

Boston, Mass., July 6.—[{Special.]—Chicago |.

Mrs. Young was 
the third of a series of speakers, and she 
alone was interrupted with applause. When 
she differed with the speaker who had pre- 
ceded her, Supt. Thomas M. Balliet of 
Springfield, Mass., as to the purpose of edu- 
cation, she was heartily applauded. 


Mr. Lane Is Conspicuous. 
Again tonight, at the opening session in 
Mechanics’ hall, with an audience of over 
6.500, it was a Chicagoan who had the honor

Judges of the Circuit and Superior courts 
Péministered a decided snub to the demo- 
tratic county committee yesterday. The 
committee, hoMing to the principle that to 
the victors belong the spoils, had picked out 
James Pugh of Winnetka, one of ite own 
members, for the jury commissionership 
made vacant by the expiration of Commis- 
sioner Walsh’s term, and duly notified the 
judges he was to be appointed.

SCIENCE AND FAITH AGREE, 
SAYS LONDON EVANGELIST. 


Reginald John Campbell Speaks in the 
Afternoon to University Students in 
theConvocationTent. 


A hopeful outlook for the harmonious rela- 
tions of religion and science, of the religious 
life and the intellectual life, was the burden 
of the message which the Rev. Reginald John 
Campbell brought yesterday afternoon to an 
academic audience of men and women that 
crowded the convocation tent on the Univer- 
sity of Chicago campus. 

“Science today,"’ declared Mr. Campbell, 
“has reversed the idea of materialism. Ma- 
terlalism as a speculation has gone by the 
board, and the face of the times has changed. 
There never was a more hopeful outlook for 
the harmonious relation of science, philos- 
ophy, and religion than now. Lord Kelvin, 
the leading scientist in Great Britain, be- 
lieves that the time has come when science 
cannot deny the idea of God. The only ques- 
tion between science and religion is, ‘How 
much shall be read into that idea?’ It is not 
the fact of God but the connotation of the. 
term that science and religion have to agree 
on.”" 

“ Religious orthodoxy today is not fashion- 

“The fashionable at- 
titude of mind is that of suspended judgment, 
or agnosticism. I hold no quarrel against 
agnosticism. There is a place for a certain 
amount of it, even within the borders of 
Christianity. No man can say that he knows 
all about God. I take it that agnosticism 
is the result of the habit of mind engendered 
by the inductive method of modern science.”’ 
At noon, in the Y. M: C. A. auditorium, the 
Rev. Mr. Campbell addressed a meeting of 
business men, clerks, and clergymen. He 
told of religious work fin England, and said 
that the evangelical churches had been fed- 
erated into one great body. 
The speaker said that today men are hun- 
gry for things spiritual, and cited as an ex- 
ample the great followings of Dowie and 
Mrs. Eddy. 


ROW IN COURTROOM WHILE

“Red Letter” Broker, Accused of Lar- 
ceny by Bailee, Says He Has No In- 
terest in Concern Bearing His Name.

“Well, my brother is one—W. Pat Sullivan. 
‘He lives in California.” 

The broker could not give the names of 
others, but remembered that Miss M. P.
